Consent of the city council to sell the 
Dominion Government three lots on 100th 
Street clears the way for the erection of 
the proposed federal office building, at an 
estimated cost of $450,000 to $500,000.

Another War on Hand 


Whoever started it, and whatever pre- 
cisely it is about, the official announcers 
at Tokyo and Moscow are admitting that 
the fighting along the Mongol border is 
something more serious than the sporadic 
skirmishes which have been occurring for 
years along the borders of Siberia and 
Japan's puppet state of Manchukuo. What 
may be supposed to be involved basically 
is the question of control of the vast and 
semi-desert region that separates China 
proper from Russia's Asiatic territory. 

That is the area in which Jenghiz Khan 
in the twelfth century mustered the 
armies with which he over-ran most of 
Asia and eastern Europe. The events are 
brought into association by the report a 
week or so ago that the bones of Jenghiz 
had been carried from his tomb in Mon- 
golia for interment in a Chinese inland 
city, to prevent them falling into pos- 
session of the Japanese and being used by 
them to stir up pro-Japanese sentiment 
among the superstitious descendants of 
his subjects. 

Mongolia is about as completely isolat- 
ed as it was in Jenghiz’ day, witness the 
fact that a little war has been raging for 
nearly two months with scarcely a rumor 
reaching the newspaper readers of the 
world. Of course the Russian and Japan- 
ese war departments knew the fighting 
was going on, but for reasons of their own 
did not relay the information. Now that 
they are telling the world about it, the 
conflicting reports are rich in variety to 
the point of obscuring facts. Each offi- 
cial agency seems to be well posted on the 
losses sustained by the enemy, but singu- 
larly unaware of damage done to its own 
side. 

Which illustrates the advantage of 
staging a war in an area far removed 
from neutral observers; but does not hide 
the fact that this new entanglement may 
cramp Japan's efforts to bring the con- 
quest of China to a speedy end.

Most of them lacked the easy flow of 
cumulative effect that an experienced speaker

places. The bigger broad- 
casting companies who can 
afford to pay ample salaries 
ought to be able to command a 
incers who could describe movin 
spectacles with an easy flow of description, with- 
out haltings and repetitions. 

The English announcers did much better in 
this aspect of their work, but lacked the “oomph” 
and near hysteria of the Canadian and American 
announcers, who, whatever they lacked in other 
respects, put their stuff across with vim, as if it 
was a matter of deep importance, like a hockey 
match or a baseball game.

Czech Resistance 


Reports from Bohemia and Moravia, form- 
erly part of Czecho-Slovakia, have told of a 
rather intense undercover conflict going on in 
that country since Hitler took it over. The 
Czechs do not take to subservience readily. 


A few incidents, such as the shooting of Ger- 
man policemen, have come through in ordinary 
news dispatches, In addition, unofficial com- 
ments of observers have been that the Czechs 
are carrying on a passive resistance, have slowed 
down their work in factories, get ill frequently, 
and generally have lost much of their former 
notable efficiency. However, it seems that Ger- 
man Officials have to be extraordinarily careful 
or they may come to damage unexpectedly, 

The extreme steps taken by German authori- 
ties when a policeman was shot suggests that 
the reports are fully correct. 

Now, further evidence of Czech resistance is 
available, Thousands of Czechs have crossed into 
Poland and are enlisting in the Polish army in 
a Czech legion. Twenty-five years ago there 
was a Czech legion which made a name for itself 
in the war. Indeed, it fought its way across half 


of Europe, through Russia and right out to 
Vladivostok. Now it is being reorganized in 
Poland. 


The chances are that more will be heard of 
it in the future —Saskatoon Star-Phoenix. 


The Language of Heroes 


A changing tradition in the manners and 
speech of world figures is noted by the diligent 
“New Republic.” In the early days of America, 
it recalls, a man like Patrick Henry could regret 
that he had only one life to give for his country 
—a sentiment, however, noble, which would 
sound a little overstuffed in this practical age. 
Too emotional also for our era the tender dying 
words of Nelson—“Kiss me, Hardy, ere I die.” 

More in the spirit of this brisk, blunt time 
was Lindbergh’s greeting to Paris when he step- 
ped out of his plane at Le Bourget field. Said 
he: “I am Charles A. Lindbergh.” That was 
clipped enough for anybody. Then came the in- 
effable Corrigan who landed in Ireland, en route 
to California, and stated: “I got headed the 
wrong way.” 

But the New Republic thinks that the trend 
toward stoic simplicity recently reached a mag- 
nificent peak when Robert Galligan, a bootleg 
coal miner in Pennsylvania, became trapped for 
three days at the bottom of a caved-in shaft. The 
rescue squad dug feverishly to within four feet 
of him and forced through a length of pipe. 
“Galligan,” they shouted, “how are you?” Said 
Galligan: “Okay. How are you?” 

The United States has travelled a long way 
from the fine periods of Patrick Henry. 

Now we can add to the list of famous sayings, 
and in the very best tradition of robust Ameri- 
can democracy, President Roosevelt's greeting to 
the King in Washington. Said he: “How are you? 
I'm glad to see you.” 

Thus did the country which fought George III 
welcome George VI. It lacks the polish of the 
old Georgian age but it has the great advantage 
of meaning just what it says. Mr. Roosevelt was 
glad to see the King and he said so. And prob- 
ably no American President has said anything 
more important to the world.—Vancouver Sun.

On This Date 
By FRED WILLIAMS 

Thirty years ago today (June 29, 1909) there 
was unveiled a monument which is a_ sort of 
mecca for Methodists (in Canada, now United 
church members) because it is a tribute to the 
life and work of Barbara Heck who was the 
founder of Methodism in both New York and 
Upper Canada. It is in the Blue Church bur g 
ground in Augusta township, in G 
county, Ontario, one of the oldest cemeter 
Upper Canada. The monument, erected by public 
subscription in both Canada and the States, is 
20 feet in height, and the inscription reads: 

BARBARA HECK 
Born, 1734. Died Aug. 17, 1804. 

“Babara Heck put her brave soul against 
the rugged possibilities of the future, and, 
under God, brought into existence American 
and Canadian Me‘hodism, and between them 
her memory will ever form a most hallowed 
link, 

“In memory of one who laid foundations 
others have built upon.” 

Barbara Heck also lives amongst the leaders 
of the Loyalists of Upper Canada. Of Irish birth 
she and her family came to New York where 
she was instrumental in the building of Wesley 
chapel, the first Methodist meeting house in 
America, but when the revolution came her fam- 
ily could not forswear its allegiance and made 
their way to the eastern townships, via Lake 
Champlain. 

Her husband, Paul, joined the British army, 
serving until the end of the war. Then in 1784 
the Heck family decided to “go to the upper 
country,” and soon after reaching “Loyalist Land” 
began cutting a home out of the wilderness. One 
of their first acts was to form a Methodist society, 
out of which evolved the great Methodist church 
of Canada, 

The life and faith of this 
be summed up in the answer she gave when she 
and her husband were asked to join the rebels in 
New York: 

“The service that we love is no bondage, but 
truest liberty; we have under the old flag, be- 
neath which we were born, all the rights we 
want, the right to worship God according to the 
dictates of our conscience, none daring to molest 
or make us afraid.” 

Should you ever be motoring along the high- 
way from Toronto to Montreal stop at Maitland 
and ask to be shown the monument of Barbara 
Heck, who gave up home and comfort in order to 
do her duty to her God and to her sovereign.
